FRANCE AND. CHINA. 


The eyes of the world will be turned 
in the direction of the Celestial Em- 
pire, and the progress of the conflict 


_ between France and China will attract 


attention from the moment that the 
guns of the French republic send their 
first echoes across the seas. The abil- 
ity of China to grapple with French 
armies—the well-officered, splendidly- 
equipped and thoroughly-drilled sol- 
diers of France—has been ques- 
tioned, and some are _ inclined 
to look upon the war as a mil- 
itary farce, that a few shots from the 
guns of the invaders will speedily put 
anend to. But at this point it is dif- 
ficult to foresee what the outcome of 
the quarrel will be. China has a 
multitudinous population, and she 1s 
a rich nation. She has a people who 
are patient, enduring, imitative, and 
capable of unlimited perseverance. 
Within a short time China has pur- 
chased a large number of _first- 
Glass vessels in Europe, which 
are commanded by skilled foreign 
officers, so that she will not go into the 
contest ina condition of utter help- 
lessness. 

The object and cause of this war is 
somewhat obscure to very many in 
this country. France, beyond ques- 
tion, is seeking to extend her territorial 
domain, and at the same time to gain 
access to the commerce of the rich 
provinces of Indo-China. 

More than twenty years ago France 
took her first stepin this direction. 
At that time she laid the foundations 
of the sovereignty which she is now 
ende avoring to more firmly establish 
and extend. During all the changes 
in the home government, and not- 
withstanding her struggles and con- 
flicts in other Girections, she has never 
lost the foothold which she _ then 
gained in Indo-China. Her long strug- 
gle with the King of Cochin China, 
or, as designated by the French, the 


Emperor of Annam, has resulted in| 


the French acquirement of six of the 
richest and most important provinces 
of the southern part of his empire, 
and the extension of the protecting 
arm of the French government over 


‘the adjoining kingdom of Cambodia. 


History tells the story of the conquest 
of this populous but fever-cursed re- 
gion. The struggle wasa brief one. 
In 1859 Saigon, an important city and 
a tributary of the lower Mekong, or 
Cambodia river, was captured by the 
French. The soldiers of the Emperor 
of Annam made repeated attempts to 
retake it, but without success. Two 
years after, Tu-Duk, the Emperor, was 
defeated at Kiboa, after a severe 
battle with a united force of French 
and Spanish, and in 1862 he was com- 
pelled, by the disorders disturbing his 
kingdom, to cede three provinces to 
the French. In 1864 Cambodia was 
brought under French domination. 
In 1867 three more provinces were 


.taken from the Emperor Tu-Duk, pro- 


fessedly on the ground that he de- 
served punishment for inciting insur- 
rections and revolts in Cambodia op- 
posed to French  ascendency, 
but undoubtedly the motive in- 
fluencing the French was their de- 
sire to obtain control of all the 
mouths of the Mekong river, which 
was then supposed to be navigable for 


a distance northward which extended | 


within the southwesterly limits 
of the great Chinese Empire. 
To get control of the com- 


merce of that region was the dream 


of French ambition then, as it is to- 
day. But later explorations showed 
that the Mekong could not be made 


_ use of as a great highway of access to 


Western China; but the discovery 
was made that another river which 
the northern 
extreme of Tu-Duk’s dominions— 
the Songkoi—had the necessary depth 
of water. In 1874 a treaty of peace 


“between France and Annam was sign- 
ed, by the terms of which the Emperor 
-Tu-Duk resigned all claim to the six 


provinces in lower Cochin China, 


_ which had been wrested from him by 


the French, and he received in return 


~ full recognition of his sovereignty over 
Tonquin and Upper Cochin China, 


with. promises of assistance - in 


he was assailed by -enemics.

THE NEXT FAIR. 


In another column appears a commu- 
nication relating to the proposed Agri- 
cultural Fair, which represents to some 
extent the strong feeling in the com- 
munity against neglecting to give our 
horticultural and agricultural indus- 
tries a proper showing. Whatever 
prosperity Los Angeles county has at- 
tained at present is due to a very con- 
siderable extent to these same in- 
dustries, and the thousands of new- 
comers who will arrive in this city 
next Fall will look eagerly to the dis- 
play at the Pavilion to assure them- 
selves tat our boasted resoarces are 
actual and not merely on paper. If a 
display is to be made, it should be a 
good one, and it 1s absurd to.suppose 
that it will be if the course pursued 
by the society for the past two 
years is continued, namely, expending 
uine-tenths of the premium money at 
the Park and reserving but a pittance 
for the development of what is, and 
is to be, the great dependence of 
Southern California. If we are not 
very much mistaken the people will 
demand this year that at least an even 
division be made between the Park 
and Pavilion, and if the Direct- 
ors of the Agricultural Society look 
about them a little they will soon learn 
that there is an overwhelming public 
sentiment against turning our annual 
fair into a mere jockey club, and that 
contributions and support from our 
substantial cit zens for such a purpose 
will be very small and er slow. 


TORNADOES. 


Speaking of the fearful convulsions 
that have occurred recently in the 
Eastern States, the Muscatine (Iowa) 
Journal remarks: 

We have before us a map from the 
Signal Bureau of the United States, 
showing the track of four hundred and 
ninety-two tornadoes occurring from 
1875 to 1881. 

Startling as these figures may appear, 
they are correct, and besides only those 
were recorded which caused marked 
loss of life or property. 

By these statistics a steady increase 
both in frequency and violence is shown 
for each year, and one peculiarity seems 
io be their frequency along water 
courses, and near the junction of rivers 
they seem to occur in great numbers 
and always across the course. 

Iowa and Illinois have had. one-eighth 
of this whole number, and Iowa records 
the most destructive one—Grinnell— 
not very encouraging for our future. 
The same paper has numerous ac- 
counts of terrific storms of wind and 
hail, unroofing houses and doing im- 
mense damage to property and life, 
from the extreme East to Denver in 
the West, and asif to lug us in, we 
find the following also, which the 
Journal says “did not come by tele- 
graph :” 

Recently they had a terrific sand- 
storm and hurricane in Los Angeles 
county, California. Houses were blown 
down, trees uprocted and dust flew in, 
great choking clouds. It is pretty cer- 
tain that Southero California falls a lit- 
tle short of being paradise. 

Now, it will be news to the resi- 
dents in these parts to learn that any 
such storm asthe one indicated has 
occurred here. A severe gale came in 
from the sea here in April some time, 
but to speak of it as a “ hurry-cane,” 
or that any such damage as referred to 


occurred is absurd to those living here. 


THE musical festival at San Fran- 
cisco is claimed to be a great success, 
and calculated to be a rare instructor 
in music of the higher class. Enthu- 
siastic music-lovers in that city are 
hoping that the outcome of this festi- 
val will be the founding of a school of 
music in San Francisco. It would be 
a grand thing for this Coast if such an 
organization could be effected. 


Tue New York Tribune says: 

“Chief Justice Waite owns a fine 
building lot in Washington, and long 
ago planned to build a house upon it.

masses of our population. You ask, 
‘Shall Pomona and Ceres have a 
show?’ We answer yes, emphatically 
yes! -We, as a great horticultural and 
agricultural country, the greatest in 
the world, would certainly make 
a most humiliating representation 
of our material interests by an 
‘‘agricultural’’ exhibition (Sixth Dis- 
trict) minus a full and complete repre- 
sentation of our fruits, vegetables, 
grains aud other important horticul- 
tural and agricultural products. It 
would appear to an advanced civilization 
| that the Passat upon which we write 
would uperfluous. But, humiliating 
as it may appear, it is a fact that itis 
necessary fora public spirited journal 
to specially espouse and agitate the 
question, in order to obtain for our 
most wonderful and most valuable in- 
terests a representation at the forth- 
coming fair to be held under the aus- 
pices of the ‘‘Sixth District Agricul- 
tural Association.’’ This may appear 
very strange to the large numbers of 
well-to-do fruit growers and farmers 
who have in the last year or two cast 
their lot with us. The showing you 


make in your leader of to-day 
is a burning shame and _po- 
tent witness to the truth of 


the meagre encouragement this so-called 
Agricultural Association has given our 
people who represent said interest. 
If the trots and races at the. Park repre- 
sent agriculture and its manifold inter- 
ests, then truly have we been encour- 
aged. Wedo not write as opposed to 
the races and purses attached thereto in 
any sense, except that otber interests of 
our county should at least have half a 
show, or, in other words, that the fund 
that comes from the State and the sub- 
scriptions that come from the people, as 

a guarantee for the success of the fair, 
should at least be divided equally be- 
tween the Park and Pavilion. 

The people have subscribed for the 
last time to a fund that is appropriated 
by the managers of the fair at the rate 
of $10 for semi-tropical horticulture, as 
against $500 fora trot; or that appro- 
priates $4000 for purses at the Park 
and less than $1000 for horticulture, 
viticulture, agriculture,- textile fabrics, 
mechanical departments, etc., etc. We 
wish to remind you that in years gone 
by, of which the writer is personally 
cognizant, the grand display and mag- 
nificent and munificent purses at the 
Park, in contra-distinction to a mere 
pretense of a side show on a small scale 
at the pavilion, gave rise to the now 
defunct ‘* Horticultural Association ;’’ 
we wish to remind you that the ele- 
ments and influences that prevailed 
then to establish said association live 
to-day ; they are not dead, only quiescent. 
And allow me to say right here, woe 
be to the society now in power if they 
fail to recognize in a proper manner

The 
rogress of the war soon dispelled this 
illusion; but Davis, who from his high 
position as the Confederacy’s prophet 
should have been the first to see it, 
was the last. In fact, he does not yet 
see it, or at least does not choose to ac- 
knowledge it. What he does is to 
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shift the cause of failure from his own 
shoulders to those of his Generals, 
whom, for some purely personal aver- 
sion he did not lke, or did not trust 
from jealousy of their ambition. 
Among the most prominent of these 
are Generals Joseph E. Johnston, Beau- 
regard, Bragg and Longstreet. And 
whenever he desires to make them ap- 
pear small and to cast on them the re- 
sponsibility of the failure of the strug- 
gle which never had a chance of suc- 
cess, he turns to eulogizing, first of 
all, Albert Sydney Johnston, and next, 
Lee and Stonewall J ackson, as among 
the greatest military leaders of any 
age or any country. The two John- 
stons are at once his demon and his 
demigod—Joseph E. being the first/1 
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and Albert Sydney the second. Ona 
recent New Orleans Decoration Day 
occasion he sounded the Albert 
Sydney Johnston horn with more than 
his usual vehemence and contempt for 
the truth of history. He “firmly be- 
lieved that, had Johnston lived half}* 
an hour longer at Shiloh, Grant would | , 
have been a prisoner. «When he 
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came to us it appeared to me that a 
eat pillar had been put under the 
Gunfetener, and when he fell on the 
field at Shiloh, ruin stood before us.” 
“His (Johnston’ s) love of liberty was 
so great that when he went to Texas 
to espouse her cause, he sought no of- 
fice, but gladiy served in the ranks. 
Very few eras of history have been 
marked by great soldiers, but I think 
I may defy criticism when I say that 
the Confederacy had three great so‘- 
diers— three who would compare with 
the greatest of modern or ancient 
times.” And he believes that “when 
the history of the war shall be writ- 
ten, it will show the greatest record of 


tellect to combat matter, the world has 
ever seen.’ 

These three greatest of soldie’s, be 
it remembered, who are so exalted for 
their love of liberty, deliberately en- 
listed in a war that was intended from 
the beginning. to erect a new empire 
on the ruins of a republic, the corner- 

stone of the new empire to be human 
slavery and the degradation of the 
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poor free whites to the level of African 
slaves. These were the political prin: 
ciples of Robert E. Lee, Stonewall 
Jackson and Albert Sydney Johnston. 
When the latter went to Texas his ob- 
ject was the extension of the area of 
slavery. When he went to Mexico it 
was the same, and the same when he 
became a Confederate General. Up 
to the battle of Shiloh he bad made 
no military record. Certainly he 
made none in Texas, or in Mexico, 
or in California, and his march to 
Sault Lake was simply a march, noth- 
ing more. It was excelled by our 
pioveers in 1849 and again in 1850, and 
they had no General to direct them. 
no Government with a military chest 
and commissary department at their 
back. His whole glory and greatness 
consists in his dying on the field of 
Shiloh, in which act the humblest sol- 
dier might share. He had won no 
great battle. The anticipated victory 


was snatched from him as Napoeon/|ers. No where intoxicating liquors 
wrested that of Marengo from atoms permitted in the Camp nor on 


the Austrian, as Blucher Waterloo 
from Napoleon. Itis the fortune of 
some men to die at the right moment 
for their fame ; of others to outlive it 
and perish ignobly. Johnston’s death 
was the favor of goodluck, as Hanni- 
bal’s was the curse of misfortune. It 
is easy to say he was a great General, 

but impossible to — it, for the op- 
portunity was kindly taken away by 
death in the bour of apparent victory, 
but of real defeat. It was the begin 

ning and the ending of his military 
history, and, no more than fhe dying 
‘of a common soldier, calls for a monu- 
ment, though Davis boasts that he has 
been instrumental in securing three 
for his paper hero and incomparable 
commander. The difficulties in the 
war had hardly begun with Shiloh on 
either side. The Union side did not put 
forth its strength tilla year after that 
battle in the woods and jungles, and 
the generalship was excelled on both 
sides in ascore of future encounters. 
As to Lee, it bas never been denied 
that he had a genius for war on the 
defensive, but inall his offensive 
movements and plans he must signally 
failed.

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THIERS.AS A DUELIST. 

the Little Man Fought a Duel 
alti Barely Escaped Death. 

London Echo.} 

We suspect that it will be news 
to most readers that even the 
‘olid and sober Thiers once yield- 
ed to the temptation which lies in 
‘wait for every French publicist 
and statesman, and fought a 
duel. The story is little known, 
but its narrator in the columns 
of La - France. guarantees its 
truth, When he was twenty 
years old, and studying at Aix, 
he was hospitably received\by a 
local family of some competence, 
and fellhin loye with the d&ugh- 
ter of the house. He made her 
an offer of marriage and wus ac- 
cepted, and though his means 
were not so latge as the father 
thought such a girl as his might 
claim, the young student was at 
last adopted as his son-in-law. 
The marrage was delayed, how- 
ever, until i Thiers could show 
that he was capable of securing 
an independent position by his 
own exertions. ‘The future his- 
torian of the consolate and em- 
pire betoek himself to Paris, in 
order to attempt to solve the 
fearful. problem of success or 
failure in public life. The sever- 
ity of the struggle cooled his 
passion for the beautiful south- 
erner. At first he wrote to her 
frequently, next at intervals; fin- 
nally, not at all. The father of 
the maiden became indignant, 
and wrote to the ambitious 

oung man reminding him of his 

thal. Thiers madeno re- 

ly. The young lady of Provi- 
had become ‘of no impor- 
tance to him, and he was quite 
content that she should take an- 
other man for her husband. The 
father, however, was not satisfied 
with the silence of his daughter’s 
betrothed, and journeyed to 

Paris in order te see whether he 
was still alive, and, if he was 
alive, to bring him to a reckon- 
ing. One fine day, having dis- 
covered the lodging of the young 
Thiers, the hot headed man of 
the South presented himself to 
the faithless lover, and bade him 
choose between two alternatives 
—his daughter or a pairs of pis- 
. tols.. Thiers was no fighter, but 
he thought it better to “spend 
five minutes with a weapon 
which he did not understand 
than to spend a life with a wo- 
man whom he understood only 
too well.” So says the narrator, 
who does not conceal the extreme 


selfishness of the young man.. 


The duel took place. Thiers, 
who felt that he = at heart a 
wronging party, shot purposely 
in and that the 
angry father, after his gallic 
manner, would be content with a 
similar pretense.

NYTRO-GLYCERINE. 


Some Singular Stories Concerning 
its Tremendous Explosive Force; 
New rork Special.) 

One of my friends in this 
conference had been an eminent 
contractor, and something was 
said about the Irish making a 
dynamite war on England, on 
which this gentleman remarked: 
“IT have had a good deal to do 
with nitro-glycerine. I did some 
important government work, 
such as the making of break- 


waters, where. the rock was 
brought to me in large pieces,and 
we had to blow it up, and use 
for that purpose. 
‘It is the most destructive thing 
you can conceive of. A little 
eatridge as thick as the end of 
a musket barrel dro to the 
bottom of an oil well will shat- 
ter the most tremendous primi- 
tive rock. You can take a piece 
of it half as big as ‘your -hand 
and it will blowa rock as big 
as this room in which we are 
‘sitting all to flinders. I can 
tell you of a very singular prop- 
erty about. nitro-glycerine. On 
one occasion an ordinance was 
assed in a certain city where 

was doing pttblic work impos- 
ing a penalty of $300 for bring- 
ing nitro-glycerine within the 
city limits. I had to have it, so 
I told my foreman to put that 
glycerine under the table at 
whichI sat writing. As it is ex- 
luded my concussion, you ma 
imagine that fora few days 
was a little skittish. There was 
enough glycerine there concealed 
by thattable-cloth to have blown 
up half a dozen blocks of that 
city. People used to come into 
my room, sit a few minutes, and 
suddenly one or more would 
put their hands to their heads 
and complain of headache. Not 
being subject to headaches my- 
self, [could not understand it. 
I suppose that from one-half to 
three-fourths of all my visitors 
who sat with me more than ten 
minutes would have those head- 
aches. One day a man came in- 
to my office who had been blow- 
ing out oil wells in Pennsyl- 
vania. He sat there fifteen min- 
utes and suddenly said: “I have 
a headache, you must have nitro 
glycerine here.” Oh, no,” said I 
with a smile. “Yes,” said he, this 
is a nitro-glycerine headache. I 
think I smell it too.” He be- 
gan to sniff hisnose. There is a 
very slight odor hardly percep- 
tible, in the stuff, and it loo 
like a box of lard. With this my 
visitor raised the tablecloth and 
said “have you got it there?” 
pointing to the boxes. “Yes,” 
said I with a laugh, “that 1s 
nitro-glycerine.” “Well” said he, 
“it gives the headache to a large 
number of persons who sit near 
it.” 

“Did you have an accident,” 
said 

“No, I did not; but a fellow- 
contractor who was doing some 
work in Canada, was driven out 
of that country by an accident 
that happened to him in a very 
simple way. He had been using 
nitro-glycerine, and it is sup- 
posed that some of it got spilled 
on the tire of a wagon, which 
was left unmoved for some time. 
One day he hitched a horse to 
the wagon and started to drive 
it off, and then that small amount 
of stuff adhering to the tire 
blew up as the wheels moved, 
and really destroyed two-thirds 
of that little town. The people 
around were killed, the hotel was 
blown to pieces, two or three 
blocks were devastated, and my 
associate was unable to do any 
contracting work in Canada. He 
hastily sold what he had left to 
@ native; and crossed the river 
and came away, otherwise they 
would have sued him for all the 
damage doné to that town.”

Suet Pudding. 
A suet pudding which is not 
too rich, helps to make va- 
riety at the dinner table. Here 
is an excellent recipe: One 
cup of chopped suet, one 
cup of raisins, stoned and 
chopped, one cup of sweet milk, 
four cups of flour, one cup of mo- 
lasses, one teaspoonful of salt, 
and one of soda; steam for three 
hours. This makes a large pud- 
ding; enough for a dozen people, 
and half of the quantity may, of 
course, be used. If you have an 
old-fashioned cake tin, with a 
spout in the center, it is ‘the 
very best kind of dish to steam 
this pudding -in. Serve hot, 
with sour or wine sauce.

GEORGE ELIOT. 


The Personality of the Author of 

Roloma andj Daniel Deronda. 

In her girlhood, Miss Blind 
says, George Eliot had a quan- 
tity of soft pale brown 
worn in ringlets. “Her head 
was massive,fier features pow- 
erful and rugged, her mouth 
large but shapely, the jaw sin- 
gularly square for a woman, yet 

ving a certain delicacy of out- 
line. A nettral tone of coloring 
did not help to relieve this gen- 
eral. heaviness of structure, the 
complexion being pale but not 
fair.” Nevertheless, the play of 
and the wonderful mo- 
bility of the mouth, which in- 
creased with. age, gave a wom- 
anish softness to the face, in cur. 
ious contrast with its framework- 
Her eyes, of a gray-blue, constant- 
y varying in color, striking some 
as intensely blue, others as of a 
pale, washed-out gray, were small 
and not beautiful in themselves, 
but when she grew animated in 
conversation those eyes lit up 
the whole face, seeming in a 
manner to transfigure it. So 
much was this the case that a 
young lady who had.once enjoy- 
ed an hour’s conversation with 
her came away under its spell 
with the impression that she was 
beautiful, but after seeing 
George Eliot again when she 
was not talking, she could hardly 
believe her to be the same per- 
son. The charm of her nature 
disclosed itself in her manner and 
in her voice, the latter recalling 
that of Dorothea, in being like 
the voice of a soul that has 
once lived in an A¢olian harp.”

These berries are com- 
posed of the meal of beans and 
acorns, with chicory and some 
quartz powder to bring the mix- 
ture to the requisite specific grav- 
ity. A dough is made of Rose 
ingredients, which is cut by a 
speciai machine into the shape 
of coffee berries, and after dry- 
ing has exactly their color. Sorn- 
ani says he has found as much 
as fifty per cent of these artificial 
berries mixed with the genuine. 
On roasting they take just the 
same color as the genuine, but 


they are discovered by soaking 
in water when the f berries 
soon fall to

Avoid bathing altogether in 
the open air if, after being a 
short time in the water, it causes 
a sense of chilliness with numb- 
ness of the hands and feet. 


Bathe when the body is warm, 
provided no time is lost in getting 
into the water. 

Avoid chilling the body by 
sitting or standing undressed on 
the banks or in boats after hav- 
ing been in the water. 

Avoid remaining too long in 
the water—leave the water im- 
mediately there is the slightest 
feeling of chilliness. 

The Yo. asi and strong may 

bathe early inthe morning on an 
empty stomach. 
The young, and those who are 
weak, had better bathe two or 
three hours after a meal—the 
best time for such is from two 
to three hours after breakfast. 


Those who are subject to at- 
tacks of giddiness or faintness, 
and those who suffer from pal- 
pitation and other sense of dis- 
comfort at the heart, should not 
bathe without first consulting 
their medicakadviser.
